diſcover the ſaid Enormitys committed in the ſaid Yards, and after ſe« 
veraldelays and Diſapointments, my requeſt, vpon the motion of Cof- 
lonell Auſtin deceaſed, was allowed, and a time apointed to hear them ; 
viz, the 3oth. of Oober, 1694. Purſuant- whereunto I did attend 
with Several Articles, containing great abuſes, and Enormities Commitr- - 
ted in the ſaid Yards, with 12 Perſons, moſt of them Maſter-ſhip- 
wrights, to prove the ſame,and being called in about 1 1.of the Clocky,Capr. 
Prieſtman being only preſent with the Secretary, did tell me that there 
was no Board, and he Believed that the reſt of the Members had for- 
got my Buſineſs, and did then Dire& me to attend with rhe Witneſſes 
at 4 in the Afternoon, in anſwer to which I preſented his Lord/hip with 
Several depoſitions ready. drawn, Praying his Lord/hip to confider the 
Charge and Trouble I had been at in Getting ſo many men to- 
gether , moſt humbly Praying that they might then be examined, 
and their Afidavits taken 3 which his Lord/bip refufed, But attending 
according to order the ſaid Witneſſes being Examined , did teſti- 
fy my Allegations, and did offer to confirm the ſame upon Oath, 
but were not admitted; their Zordſhips then ordering "Mr. Burchett 
one of their Clarks to Examine them over again in another Room, 
which he did in a Threatening manner ; not Suffering them to Subſcribe 
their Names thereunto :and then apearing again before their Lordſhips, 
they direQted me to get them Sworn before a Juſtice, of the Peace, and 
bring the Depoſitions to them. Purſuant thereunto on the 27th, of 
November, 1 did return them the Depoſitions of 17 men ( true Copies 
thereof being ready to be Produced ) wherein was proved. under 1 50. 
Heads, many great abuſes and Enormitys Committed in his Majeſtys 
Yards; and- by reaſon the AQ for Scampt Paper was not then well un- 
derſtood, I was at the Charge and trouble to have them "Thrice Sworne, 
which coſt me above 40 Pound and that on the 29th. of January afore- 
ſaid, which was two Months after, a Report was made thereof to his 
Majeſty, wherein their Lordſhips ſet forth, that they had heard the 
Propoſer and Several Perſons produced by him, and had the advice and 
report of the Navy-Board ; but did not think fit to alter the Oecono- 
mie of the Navy; but did agree with the

Propoſer Imagined. All which his 2ajeſty on the 31. of January, was 
Pleaſed further to refer to the Lords ofhis moſt Honourable Privy 
Councell, appointed a Committee of Trade and Plantations ; before 
whom, on the 1 of 4prit, the report of the Navy-Board, was proved 
to be Falſe and Prejudicial to his Majeſtys Service ; and that Several 0- 
ther Illegall PraQtcies were ſo fully proved before their Lord/hips, againſtSe 
veral Officers belonging to the ſaid Yards then preſent, that the Preſident 
of the Councill did declare, that Plain matter of Fatt was fully proved 
againſt them ; And that molt Honourable Board did alſo declare that ir 
-was high time to make a Reformation in his MajeſtysYards,and that they 
would appoint a time to Conſider of the means. But the propoſer Con- 
ſidering that Nothing could conduce ſo much to an Effettual cure as 
the laying the Wound more open, did on the 6th, of Agril lay before 
their Lordſhips Several aditionall Articles relating therevnto, which 
their Zordſhijs did gratefully receive z giveing the propoſer Encourage- 
ment beyond ExpeQaation ; but on the diſcovery of the Plot as I remem- 
ber) their Lord/bips time then not permitting to Examine the ſame, that 
matter was referred to the Lords of the Admiralty, where the ſaid abuſes 
were fo fully and plainly proved, that one of their Lordſhips did So- 
lemaly proteft that things were come to 'ſuch a -paſs, that he did Believe 
it was Impoſlible for an Honeſt man to be amongſt them. And after I 
had proved what I had offered, ( the whole matter being Several days 
under Examination, which is Briefly drawn up in five Sheets of Paper 
ready to be produced ) Their Lordfhips didn September 95 make another 
report*t5 the Lords of his Majeſtizs moſt Honourable Privy Councill, 
apointed a Committee as aforeſaid, wherein they Set forth that they 
had heard the Propoſer, and other evidence, and -that they had diſ- 
miſſed Several offenders, and ſigned ordres to prevent the like abuſes 
for the Future . But I never heard of more then one Perſon viz. the 
Matter Boatmaker of Portſmouth,what was diſmiſt amonſt them all. After 
this the Lords of the Councill appointed a,, Committee as afore- 
ſaid the 3d, of February 9 + did ſend for me and at my 'appearance did 
tell me that it did. appear to them, that I had done the Nation 
_ a Signal Piece of Service; and that I ſhould be well rewarded for the 
fame; directing the Clark of the Councill then attending, to draw up 
their Report to the F7ng, highly in my Favour ; andthat moſt Honour- 
able Boarddid then alſo move his Grace the Duke of Shrewsbury, to re- 
commend me to his Majeſty for a reward; whereby his Majeſty by an order 
of the 24d. of February, 95. was Gracionlly pleaſed to dire&t the Lords 
of the Admiralty to put me ina ſome Employment in the Navy, or give 
me a Suitable reward and Bounty for my good Service , Care and Pains - 
which after Three Years attendance to. my Damage, in Expence of time 
and Money $509. Pounds, I was difdainfully put off with 100. Pound - 
without correXing thoſe abuſes, and Extravagant PraQices, And altho? 
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Admiralty and Navy-board, = I do affirm ( that which no Unbyaſſed' 
Perſon can deny ) that the ſaid Symm of 100000. Pounds Per Annum, 
might be now ſaved in building and repairing the Royal Navy, and that 
without any Damage to the Oeconomre, as they call it, if a Reformation 
ſhould be made agreeable to what hath been Propoſed, and ſutable Per- 
ſons Imployed in the Management thereof, Towhich I add that 300000. 
Pounds Per Annum, might be Saved in the Nawall affaires, if that 
Service were well Managed. 

2 That in the Year 95. I Printed and delivered Propoſals to the 
Parliament, for ſupplying the Royal Navy with able Seamen and 1ſar- 
- riners upon all occaſions, and Preventing many abuſes committed by dif 

orderly Preſſmaſters, both by Sea and Land, togerher with the faving 
Severall Immence Summs of Money, Yearly Expended in Impreſs, Con- 
du and Bounty Money, with the Charge occſioned by employing Pre/- 
ſmacks, and keeping Seamen in' pay the Winter Seafon, and ſecoreing the 
Publick Trade of the Kingdom in time of War, asalſo preventing Se- 
veral Hardſhips impoſed on Seamen, and Marriners, to the ruin of m1- 
ny Thouſands of them and their Families, as is Set forth at Large in the 
ſaid Propoſal. 4 
3 After this being informed of great Embezelments*made of his 
Majeſties Navall-ſtores, and being Encouraged by his Majeſtys Royal 
Proclamation of Auguſt 93. I obtained Warrants of the Commiſſioners of 
the Navy in the Year 95, to Seize ſuch ftores; and altho* their Honours 
cold me that they had Granted Several :Warrants but had not any 
returns made thereof; yet I made ſuch diſcoveries, that one of the 
Commuſſioners at the Board told me he Believed all the Xerchants-Ships, 
were fitted with the King's Stores,and at Harwich I Seized ſeveral Parcells 
of the King's Navall-Stores ;, Perticularly one great parcell fof New 
cordage to the Value of 65 Pounds, which upon a Tryal ill Managed 
a verdict, about two Years afcer, was give againſt the Xing, and that my 
ſelf and others ( for ſeizing the ſame ) were abuſed as thieves and rob- 
bers, and our veſſell hired by the -Conmiſſioners of the Navy, was. 
Seized by an Officer of the Cuſtom-houſe, to the Great Prejudice of the 
owner,'as alſo of my ſelf and others: yer it is moſt notoriouſly evident, 
that the ſaid Goods were really Embezeled Stores, as the Lords of the 
Admiralty did confeſs, and I can plainly make appear, with the whole 
' proceedings of that Yoyage, and the refraQory proceedings of Several ' 
of his Majeſties officers belonging to that Place, with their rejeting and 
cantemning his Majeſtys Royal Proclamation, as -alſ6 the Warrants gran- 
ted by the Right honourable the Earl of Romney, and the Commiſſoners 
of 'the Navy. A Complaint at large hath been laid before the ſaid Com- 
mifſioners and the Lords of the Admiralty, and Several ffidavits made 


thereupon without the leaſt Redrelſs: and the ſaid Commuſoners of the 
| Navy,

Navy, to ſtop my further Progreſs in that matter, have not vnly denied 
their Warrants to Search, but did alſo refuſe to pay the Thirds Purſuant 
to his Majeſties ſaid Proclamation ;, untill the Offenders were convitted : 
and to put a full ſtop to ſuch diſcoverys, they have often declared, thar 
the ſaid Proclamation was againſt the Law, and have Threatened me at 
their Board for aſſerting his Majeſties Perogative in granting the ſame. 
And by their Employing their Sollicitor Mr. Whiraker, to Proſecute the 
Offenders, as by many Letters I have in my cuſtody it is manifeſt they 
did, many offences. were Stifled, and Several others, viz. 12 Bills pre- 
ferred and found at Hickſes-ball in July 95. with others Indicted at other 
times and in other Countys, were -never proſernted, whereby that 
Service was obſtruated ; foraſmuch as there could be no convitti- - 
on , without a proſecution, nor no rewards before Conviftion ; 
with many. other ObſtruQions too many here to Enumerate, And Com- 
plaints thereof being made to the Admiralty and Navy Boards, they re- 
ferred the matter to him the ſaid Whitaker: to give advice what to do 
therein, - 

3 And being credibly informed of a Nuſance occaſioned by Water 
in his 2/aje/tys Double-dock at Portſmouth, about September 96. I made 
a Propoſalgthe Commiſſioners of the Navy, ts clear the ſame, and was 
referred to' the, Surveyor of the Navy (_ as the Proper Perſon 
Concerned in ſuch Affairs ) who told 'me they had Engines 
already to do that; but it: I would clear the Double-Dock at 
Chatbam, I ſhould do the King a Signal peice of Service and be well Re- 
warded ; whereupon on the 7th, of Ofober, I laid a Propoſal before their 
Board to clear that Nuſauce ; upon which their Honours dire&ed me 
to go to Chatham, and diſcourſe the Officers of the Yard about it; 
which accordingly 1 did, and made Obſervations of the condition of the 
Dock, whereby I Obſerved, that by reaſon of a Large continual Spring 
the one half of the Dock was rendered uſeleſs, but I haveing before ac- 
cuſed ſome of their Officers of ſome Illegal praQtices that were fully 
proved againſt them at the Admuralty-Board, they told me that Sir. 
Samuel Moreland, and others had attempted to do the ſame, putting the 
Nation to a greatCharge, to no EffeR, and ſeemed to be regardleſs whe- 
ther the ſaid Nuſance were removed or not 53 But having conſidered the 
whole matter, I made a teiider to the Navy-Board the 24. of No- 
vember to remove the ſaid Nuſance for a certain Summ of Money to be 
paid when the work was compleatly finiſhed, and not before, giving, 
Several reaſons of the Conveniency that would attend the removeing 
tlie ſame; but my offers for ſome pretended reaſons were rejefed,and the 
Nuſaace continnued, and my felt put off with 40. s, for my Charge and 
trouble in going thither. 

4 About two Years ſince I made propoſals to the Xing to ſave one 
Quarter part of what was expended in Tranſporting his Majeſties Sub.

Evidence of- the Offenders guilt ; or: ita allow them ſome ſmall time to 
praduce (as we eee oey ). fuch Certificates as the faid AR direas;

defedtive,] have declined making any further Diſcoverys lince the 1 gtb. of 
Odober laſt ; and for the ſame,with the foregoing Reaſons, not having yer 
the benefit. of the Aſſizes, have not yet convicted anyOffenderzneither hath 
any Perſon been yet Convicted by virtye of theſaid AR.So thar if any ſuck 
Proſecutions has been:deferred it was by a Contrivance of the Admiralty 
and Boards, and- their Solicitor,or thro the deficiency of the ſaid 
Court who rehkawve aeafuſed tro Try the ſame; whereby it is manifelt, that 
for my Integrety in-promoting thie Publick Interelt, | have offended many
